tives. We have seen mere adventurers, 
employed as envoys.entrusted with important 
state secrets--adveoturers who are universally 
execrated, whom thé people bave never trusted 
and huve long suspected—creatures who are 
to British Columbians what. the hateful 
Ciaudiaus were to the Ancient Romans. Nay, 
to crown this humiliating drama, a perverse 
and apparently senseless superior aqthority, 
receive them with fulsome flattery, and ap- 
plause and preferment is showered wu 
their heads in proportion to the mischief 
that they bave done. : 

The singularly baneful and distinctive 
nature of these events, is pregnant with 
instcuction and warning, and affords to every 
reflecting mind numerous and important les- 
sons. The time appears appropriate tor 
tarning sach lessons to account by improve— 
ments at once expedient, practical, and 
decisive; but they realize only hall the danger 
which these events indicate, who see in them 
only official usurpation on the one band, anc 
determined opposition on the otber. The 
lesson which these events teach us is, 
that gross legwlation and  extrene 
agitation are  inseperably connected 
—that each is the blood relation of the other. 
Nay more, the danger indicated is to be 
apprebended by placing great powers in the 
bands of our governors without being secured 
by immediate pot remote, certain not dubious 
constitational laws that power sball not 
be abused.

Whe Political Situation. 


_ British Colambia is safe to support 
the present Ministry, both in the Senate 
and in the House of Commons. But who 
—our Senators and who our Ottawa re- 
presentatives will be is yet unknown. 
Ant impression prevails that Dr. Helme- 
ken will.be one of the Senators, and 
probably Dr. Powell and Mr. Barnard 
the others Dr. Carrall, thoagh 
sing @ claim to the distinction,is said to be 
disposed to prefer'a seat in the Local 
Legislature. Other aspirants have been 
named as likely to become Senators ; but 
we cannot recall the names of 
have greater claims to the distinction, 
nor more likely to get the appointment, 
than those whom we have eoamerated. 
Candidates for the House of Commons 
are not Humerons ; yet there are enough 
to create a contest in some of the dis- 
tricta, Io Cariboo district, Mr: J. 8. 
Thompson is in the field; and unless 
Mr. C. Booth will contest "the district 
. with bim, be is not likely to have aay 
oppotition, bat will be retarned by ac- 
elamation, In the Yale-Kootensy dis- 
trict,, Mr. Geo, A. Walkem and Mr. T. 
B: Humphreys are candidates. Who 
will be the successfal one is as yet uncer- 
tein. The supporters of each, at lest ac- 
coants, were coufident of winning. Ow- 
ing to the fact that Mr. Walkem ie in 
Cariboo, and Mr. Humphreys has been 
in the district canvassing it is likely the 
latter may win. Ju New Westminster 
district there will be no contest, and so 
Mr. Nelson will be returned by accla- 
mation. For Vancoaver Island district 
there are but two candidates, Mr. Jessop 
and Mr. Wallace, and there is no doubt 
bat the latter will be returned by an 
overwhelming majority. The southern 
Ottawa_district, thas is, Victoria, will in 
all probability be represented by Mr. 
Nathan and Mr. DeCosmos ; for unless 
Dr. Helmcken comes into the field there 
will be no contest. Thus, from present 
appearances, the Ottawa elections for the 
ouse of Commons will pass off without 
much excitement. Now as to elections 
for the Legislative Assembly, a contest 
is promised ia nearly every district. For 
the-extensive district of Cariboo, there 
are no less than four candidates in the 
field already, viz., Dr. Carrall, Mr 
Wailkem, Capt. Evans, and Mr. Booth— 
and there is a probability) of Mr. Tod 
coming to the front. If the latter don’t 
come forward, it is said to be certain 
that Messrs. Walkem, Evans, and Buoth 
will be returned. In Lillooet district, 
. Messrs. Homphreys avd Saul are certain 
to be elected without opposition. The 
members for Kootenay will in all 
probability be Mr. Mara of Big 
Bend, and M>. Tod of Kootenay. 
Mr. Galbraith, it is said, will not ran, 
and Mr. Milby, though preferred to Mr. 
Tod by a majority uf the Kootenay elec- 
tors, is vot likely to be elected through’ 
the Big Bend vote being ail pledged tu 
Mr. Tod. Yale. district bousts of nu 
Jess than six candidates, viz., Messrs. 
Kay, Robinson, Sandford, Smith, Semlen 
aud Coxon. An active canvass was go- 
- ing on, at last accounte, and the ouly one 
whom we heard of as being. certain is 
Mr. Kay. That living political ceutre, 
New Westminster city, will, we are told, 
escape a contest,—as Mr. E. Brown will 
withdraw, and Mr. Holbrook will walk 
over the course. For New Westminster 
country district, there are three candi- 
dates, Mr. Hughes, Mr. Armstrong and 
Mr. McRoberts. Opinion mekes the first 
certain, and the contest between the 
two latter. Comox, though certainly tne 
smallest yote—only thirty-five—of any 
district in the Province, bas three candi- 
dates, Messrs. Gordon, Coleman and 
- Ash. The two latter are suid to have 
the preference, but there will be a very 
close contest between them Nanaimo, 
noted for its famove election contests, 
will record another very soon. Mr. 
Weatwood, the local candidate, has with- 
drawn in favor of Mr. J. W. Carey, So 
. the district will be contested by Messrs. 
Carey and Robson, and there seems to be 
not s: doubt but ‘the latter will be de- 
feated, and that the former will win by 
quite a large majority. In Cowichan, 
there ar@six candidates, Messrs, Skioner, 
Fry, Smithe, Pimbury, Dods and Booth. 
The two first bave no show whatever. 
Hence the real contest will be between 
the last four, _ In Victoria district, Mr. 
DeCosmos 18 certain to be retarned; and 
the votes will be divided between Messrs. 
Busster and Dalby. Esquimalt bas only 
two candidates in the field et present,-- 
Messrs. Peatt and Cogan. Dr, Helmeken 
is not likely to stand,—so it is doubiful 
whether another candidate will come for- 
ward. Last but not least is Victoria 
City. She boasts already of six candi- 
dates, Messrs. Dack, McCreight, Beaven, 
McMillan, Williams sod Trimble. The 
_ three first are sure to be retarned,—so 
the real fight will be between the three 
last, Thus it will be sven that there are 
about forty-five candidates in the field 
for seats in the Legislative Assembly, 
when there. are only twenty-five to fill, 
So twenty will be elected to stay at 
home. Two things are quite satisfactory 
in reviewicg the situation, namely, all the 
Ottawa candidates are on the same side 
of politics, and a large majority of the 
local members will be sound and theteha- 
going Liberals. Qne thing is unsatisfac- 
tory—the non- anseunocement of the names 
of the Senators.

Canadians Engaging in the Amer- 
can Sousting Trade. 
[From the New York World.) 

Section 20 of Act of Congress of July 20th, 
1866, provides that :— 

Ifany goods, wares or! merchandise shal: 
at aoy port or place in the United States on 
the northern, aort-eastern or north-western 
frontier thereof, be laden upon any vessel be- 
longiog wholly or in part to a subject orsub- 
jects of aforeign country o¢. countries, and 
shall be taken thence to @ foreign port or 
place to be reladen and reshipped to any 
other port or place in the United States, on 
said trontiers, eitber by ‘the same or other 
vessel, foreign or American, with intent to 
evade the provisions of the fourth section of 
the act concerning the navigation of the 
waters of the United States, which probibits 
foreign vessels from trapsporting American 
goods from point to poiut coastwise in the 
United States, the said: goods wares, &c., 
shall, on their arrival at such last-named port 
or place, be seized and forfeited to the United 
States, and the vessel shwll pay a tonnage 
daty of fifty cents's ton on ber admeasure- 
medt. i 

It is rumoured that there are parties on our 
sorthern and north-western trontiers largely 
engaged in transporting jron ore from Ameri- 
cin ports to points on the Canadian side for 
the purpose of reshipment to o\her American 
ports, which is a violatidn of the above sect- 
ion. Ore so shipped hag been seized at Erie, 
recently, under. the section named, and sub- 
jected to delay and to libel; they are like- 
wise liable to seizure and expensive detention. 
Aade from this fact, it may be that Canadian 
vessels landing American goods at Canadian 
ports for reshipment to some other American 
ports are liable to payment of cuty under the 
section of the act o: 18 7, 1efe to above. 
It is. belived at the depattment here that the 
parties so engaged are intentionally violating 
the law, the wractice having been in vogue 
for years before the passage of the law of 
1866, but that th~y have not bad their inten- 
tion calied to the extent of the liability is- 
curred by them in continuing it.
